Church.  You  share  in  this  honor 
and  you  also  share  in  the  re- 
sponsibility,” was  the  charge  giv- 
en in  devotional  Monday  by  Elder 
Ezra  Taft  Benson,  the  newly  ap- 
pointed Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Elder  Benson  told  of  the  in- 
cidents relating  to  his  appoint- 
ment. Saturday  evening  while  on 
a visit  with  Elder  Mark  E.  Pet- 
erson to  divide  the  Sharon  Stake 
he  received  a call  from  General 
Eisenhower’s  office  asking  him  to 
come  back  East  for  an  interview. 

Elder  Benson  explained  how  in 
his  interview  with  General  Eisen- 
hower he  outlined  four  reasons 
why  he  should  not  be  considered 
for  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  He 
outlined  as  a reason  that  it  would 
not  be  wise  to  call  a clergyman  to 
such  a position.  General  Eisen- 
hower’s replay  was,  “Surely  you 
believe  that  the  job  at  hand  is 
spiritual.  We  have  got  to  deal 
with  spiritual  matters.  I didn’t 
want  to  be  President  but  you 
can’t  refuse  to  serve  America.  I 
want  you  to  be  on  my  team.” 

Elder  Benson  observed  of  Gen- 
eral Eisenhower  that  “regard- 
less of  our  political  affiliation  it 
now  becomes  our  responsibility 
as  American  citizens,  as  Latter- 
day  Saints,  to  give  him  our  faith 
and  prayers  because  he  will  need 
them.” 

“I  have  great  hope  for  the 
youth  of  Zion.  The  country  will 
need  people  like  you  to  lead 
them,”  said  Elder  Benson.  He 
further  enjoined,  “God  help  us 
to  prepare  ourselves  for  the  Work 
ahead.”

Literary  Tradition  . . . 

Name  of  ‘Wye’  Originated 
With  Wordsworth’s  Poetry 

Where  did  the  name  “Wye”  come  from? 

Answering  this  question  involves  research  into  the  files  of  the 
special  collections  room  of  the  library.  In  1939,  when  Omega  Nu, 
honorary  journalism  fraternity,  was  searching  for  a name  for  their 
new  publication,  they  came  upon  the  work  of  world-famous  William 
Wordsworth. 


“.  . . Again  I 'hear 

These  waters,  rolling  from  their 
mountain  springs. 

With  a ' soft  inland  murmur. 
Once  again 

Do  I behold  these  steep  and 
lofty  clifts, 

That  on  a wild  secluded  scene 
impress 

Thoughts  of  more  deep 
seclusion;  and  connect 

The  landscape  with  the  quiet 
of  the  sky.” 

These  lines  composed  ‘a  few 
miles  above  Tintern  Abbey”  were 
written  in  1798  about  the  “sylvan” 
Wye  River  which  flows  through 
the  English  countryside.  It  was 
here  where  Wordsworth  com- 
posed in  oral  recitation  many 
lines  of  his  best  poems.  His  most 
famous  poems  inspired  by  the 
scenes  along  its  bank  are  “Lines 
Composed  a Few  Miles  Above 
Tintern  Abbey”  and  “We  Are 
Seven.” 

The  name,  “Wye,”  already  so 
rich  in  literary  tradition  proved 
to  be  a “natural”  in  noming  the 
Y literary  magazine.  So  in  March 
1939,  the  first  Wye  was  published. 
Since  then  the  “Wye”  has  been 
published  at  least  once  a year 
and  often  twice  except  during  the 
war  years.  Next  week  is  the 
time  set  for  the  Wye’s  first  ap- 
pearance this  year.  The  magazine 
will  be  distributed  free  of  charge 
upon  presentation  of  activity 
cards.

Lyceum  Goers 
Furnished 
‘Royal’  Fare

Last  Tuesday  was  a “Mutual 
night,”  which  may  or  may  not  ac- 
count for  the  rather  meagre 
crowd  at  the  tabernacle.  At  any 
•ate,  those  who  attended  the  quar- 
ter’s closing  lyceum  number  were 
royally  entertained  by  John  Jacob 
Niles,  the  eminent  folklorist-mu- 
sician. 

Mr.  Niles’  singing  and  playing 
cannot  possibly  be  discussed  by 
the  usual  concert  standards,  so  I 
won’t  attempt  it.  I’m  sure  his 
style  was  authentic-Appalachian- 
Mountain;  otherwise,  no  com- 
ment. 

His  accompaniment  was  by  way 
of  'home  made  dulcimers  and 
home  spun  narrative.  The  dulci- 
mer is  a stringed  instrument  a 
little  like  a zither.  Mr.  Niles  very 
Vkindly  explained  the  care  and 
' feeding  of  dulcimers  before  he 
began  to  sing.  As  a matter  of 
fact,  Mr.  Niles  explained  just 
about  everything.  He  felt  perfect- 
ly free  to  stop  in  the  middle  of 
a song  and  inform  us  that  it  was 
in  the  Dorian  Mode.  Or  he  would 
go  back  several  centuries  and  give 
the  historical  background  of  an 
old  ballad.  He  even  got  in  a plug 
for  General  Eisenhower  and  the 
BYU  a cappella  choir.  The  folk 
songs  were  all  beautiful  or  amus- 
ing or  both,  but  too  often  very 
similar  in'  style  and  mood.  The 
running  commentary,  far  from 
being  dull,  broke  up  what  could 
have  become  monotony. 

As  I said,  I am  a little  baffled 
as  to  what  to  say  about  Mr.  Niles’ 
musicianship,  but  his  showman- 
ship was  superb.  A true  enter- 
tainer, Republican  and  scholar!

Bookless  Review  . . . 

Ticket  Mix-up  Draws  Fire 
From  Disgruntled  On-looker 

Extra,  Extra  . . . read  all  about  it! 

Yea,  a new  book  is  off  the  press.  Entitled  “Saga  of  the  Dis- 
contented Ticket  Taker,”  the  volume  has  received  extraordinary 
acclaim  from  critics  and  readers  alike.  Its  author,  one  U.  Shutcha 
Mouth,  anticipates  winning  a Pulitzer  Prize  for  this  literary  master- 
piece. 

Within  the  scholarly-paced  pages,  Mr.  Mouth  has  described 
four  types  of  people  who  perpetually  plague  ticket  takers. 

He  classifies  the  group  that  falls  within  the  first  phase  of 
TICKETITIS  as  the  “buddy”  type.  With  little  cash,  but  lots  of  credit, 
this  species  hangs  around  (looking  inside  as  wistfully  as  a homesick 
cocker  spaniel)  until  at  last,  entrance  without  a ducat  is  grudgingly 
given  by  the  watchman  of  the  gate.

Mr.  Mouth  labels  the  third  stage  of  gate-crashers  as  the  “mis- 
taken” crowd.  He  notes  the  profuse  mistakes  emanating  from  such 
simple  processes  as  coming  to  the  right  door,  buying  the  right  ticket, 
and  sitting  in  the  right  seat.  The  “mistaken  type”  may  err  in  any 
or  all  of  the  three  possibilities. 

Finally,  there  is  the  most  dreaded  (perhaps  repulsive)  kind- 
the  small-change  “racketeer.”  The  objective,  often  obvious,  is  to 
sneak  in  ...  at  any  cost,  with  any  method.

As  a fitting  Appendix  to  his  writing,  Mr.  Mouth  re-affirms  his 
faith  in  the  public  by  stating  that  most  don’t  fall  very  often  into 
any  of  his  contagious  categories,  therefore  need  not  be  considered 
for  initiation  in  to  the  Royal  Order  of  Crumbs.

Provo  city  police  will  begin  an  intensive  campaign  today  to 
ch^ck  out  of  state  student  owned  cars,  Leland  Perry  told  Legislative 
council  members  last  Monday  evening.  Mr.  Perry,  who  is  in  charge 
of  buildings  and  grounds,  spoke  to  the  council  for  nearly  half  an 
hour  on  the  traffic  problems  existing  at  the  Y.  He  stressed  the  fact 
that  it  is  necessary  for  out  of  state  students  to  obtain  Utah  drivers 
licenses,  and  that  violators  of  this  ■ __

rule  would  be  subject  to  heavy 
fines. 

Less  pertinent  than  this  an- 
nouncement, but  certainly  more 
serious,  is  the  overall  traffic 
problem.  Mr.  Perry,  while  point- 
ing out  the  widespread  violation 
of  campus  traffic  regulations, 
stated  that  unless  there  is  a re- 
awakening of  the  students  to 
the  seriousness  of  this  problem, 
some  deaths  will  most  certainly 
result! 

Main  trouble  spots  exist  at  the 
the  top  and  bottom  of  the  hill 
across  from  Campus  Dorm.  Mr. 
Perry  recognized  the  difficulty  of 
stopping  traffic  at  these  points, 
especially  under  icy  conditions. 
He  stated  that  plans  were  under 
way  to  place  a barrier  on  the 


sidewalk  at  the  hill  top.  This 
would  induce  students  to  cross 
the  street  near  the  bookstore, 
and  would  lessen  the  danger.  The 
council  passed  a bill  giving  Mr. 
Perry  a vote  of  confidence  on  this 
measure,  which  expressed  their 
willingness  to  support  any  action. 
The  council  made  plain  its  intent 
to  question  the  students  who 
would  be  most  affected  by  the 
barriers. 

In  other  business,  the  Council 
voted  to  change  the  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Constitution 
to  make  places  for  the  Cadet 
Commandant  of  the  ROTC  corps 
and  musical  organizations. 

The  amendments  were  approv- 
ed as  changed  by  a unanimous 
vote.

Several  hundred  predoctoral  fellowships  in  the  natural  sciences 
are  now  open  to  college  seniors,  it  was  announced  by  the  National 
Research  Council  Fellowship  office. 

Applications  must  be  sent  to  the  NRC,  Washington  25,  D.  C., 
from  Dec.  10  to  Jan.  5.  Information  and  application  blanks  can  be 
received  from  the  same  address. 

Predoctoral  and  postdoctoral 
fellowships  will  be  offered  in  the 
agricultural,  biological,  engineer- 
ing, mathematical,  medical  and 
physical  sciences. 

More  than  500  will  be  selected 
by  the  NRC  for  a year  of  gradu- 
ate study  in  the  biological,  engi- 
neering, mathematical,  medical, 
and  physical  sciences.  The  majori- 
ty of  the  awards  -will  go  to  grad- 
uates seeking  masters  or  doctors 
degrees  in  science  fields  and  are 
limited  to  citizens  of  the  United 
States. 

Graduating  seniors  in  science 
are  encouraged  to  apply  for  the 
awards,  the  NRC  announced. 

For  predoctoral  fellowships,  a 
three-part  rating  system  consist- 


ing of  test  scores  in  scientific  ap- 
titude and  achievement,  academic 
records,  and  recommendations  on 
individual  merit  will  apply.  Post- 
doctoral applicants  will  not  have 
to  take  the  examinations. 

The  stipends  for  predoctoral 
awards  range  from  $1400-$18C0, 
and  for  postdoctoral  $3400.  In 
addition,  certain  required  fees,  tu- 
ition, limited  allowances  for  de- 
pendents and  travel  will  be  paid 
by  the  foundation.
